on steps to end the Allied occu pa­ 
tion of West Germany and restore 
virtu ally all sovereignty to the 
West Germans.

took the action this afternoon in

LO NDO N (j7)—Tu gmen eased the 
liner Qu een Elizabeth ou t of Sou th­ 
ampton harbor in a loyal gestu re 
to Britain’s Qu een Mother today— 
and then began debating whether 
to join the waterfront strike which 
has paralyzed Britain’s major sea­ 
ports.

It had been feared that the 18-day 
dock stoppage, now involving more 
than 43,000 men, might hamper her 
departu re. 
The walkou t, lou dly backed by 
British Commu nists, stems from a 
demand by dockers for the right to 
reject overtime work. Fewer than 
half the strikers have the backing 
of variou s u nions involved. 
The still-growing stoppage held 
29 8 ships idle in London, Liver­ 
pool, Birkenhead, Hu ll, Sou thamp­ 
ton, Garston and Rochester. 
Fewer than 33,000 of the nation’s 
76,000 cargo handlers were work­ 
ing. 
Export shipments worth more 
than 80 million pou nds (224 mil­ 
lion dollars) were piled u p on the 
wharves.

There’s a branch in the Department o f 
Agriculture that farmers in surplus cro p 
gro wing states sho uld kno w mo re abo ut. It’s 
Plant Ex plo ratio n and Intro ductio n Sec­ 
tio n. a research and dev elo pment activ ity , 
which has as its missio n the disco v ery o f 
new cro ps to replace tho se in do mestic lo ng 
supply and to dev elo p U. S. pro ductio n o f 
industrially useful plants that must no w 
be impo rted. 
Go v ernment scienticts are busily engaged 
in attempting to find new cro ps fo r farmers 
to plant in place o f wheat, co m and co tto n. 
Amo ng plants being pro mo ted as suitable 
fo r the wheat co untry are the casto r bean, 
which pro v ides o il fo r mix ing plastics and 
as the base fo r hy draulic fluids, and the 
sesame seed, which is being increasingly 
used as a seed o n bread and ro lls and as an 
o il fo r making candy . 
Bucking up the agency in its wo rk are 
so me so lid past successes. It takes credit fo r 
the pro mo tio n o f so y beans as a co mmercial 
cro p as well as fo r intro ducing to U. S. cul­ 
tiv atio n such cash cro ps as tung nuts, o liv es 
and dates. And the agency at present has 
up its sleev e bambo o , pistachio nuts and 
Chinese ly ehee nuts. 
Perhaps few o f these new plants will 
catch o n, but no t many real finds will be 
required to giv e fresh impetus to U. S. agri­ 
culture.

“ Bro ther Shad’’ is the affectio nate nickname many 
Liberian v o ters hav e besto wed o n the President, 
who is winding u p a three-day o fficial v isit to Wash­ 
ingto n. His fu ll name is Dr. W’illiam V acanarat Shad- 
rach Tu bman. Clo se friends call him “Co u sin Shad.” 
As the Negro President o f a Negro rep u blic, Tu b 
man kno ws a lo t abo u t racial p ro blems su ch as 
many American co mmu nities are co ncerned with. 
“ There is,” he say s, “ no t the slightest shade o f 
discriminatio n o f any kind in Liberia.” 
And y et: 
1. Only Negro es are allo wed to v o te 
2. Fo r decades there hav e been barriers between 
the co u ntry ’s 100,000 civ ilized inhabitants and the 
mo re than two millio n tribesmen o f the interio r. 
3. Fo r decades, to o , there hav e been feu ds between 
the tribes. 
4. The p resent p o litical setu p in Liberia stems fro m 
a rev o lt in the 1880s by darker-skinned “ co mmo n 
men” against the then do minant Rep u blican p arty , 
which was co ntro lled by lighter-skinned Negro es. 
Tu bman, a Metho dist m inister’s so n, has mo v ed 
energetically to narro w the gu lfs between differing 
elements o f the p o p u latio n. 
He called a natio nal co u ncil last May , fired two 
district co mmissio ners and su sp ended a tribal chief, 
and gav e his p eo p le a firm talking to . 
“ It has been p ro v ed in o u r o wn lifetime,” he said, 
“ that the civ ilized p o p u latio n canno t get alo ng with­ 
o u t the u nciv ilized; neither element can ex term in­ 
ate the o ther. 
“ Fo r mo re than 80 y ears since the fo u nding fathers 
fro m the American So u th settled here, we hav e 
tried to destro y each o ther by internal war . . .
